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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary of claims 

1 . Claims 1 -6 are pending. 
Claims 1-6 are rejected. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 02/24/2004 and 7/12/2006. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Specification 

3. The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of 
possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors 
of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1, line 4, the phrase "its related meaning" renders the claims 
indefinite since it is not clear what is "its" represented. Is that "its" represents for search key, 
network presenting portion or some thing else? 
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Claims 2-6 depend from rejected claim 1 thereby render these dependent claims 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 102 (e) as being anticipated by Marchisio 
(U.S. Patent. 6,862,710). 

With respect to claim 1, as best underdressed, Marchisio discloses a document search 
system for the retrieval of documents related to a search key that is entered, said system 
comprising: a word sense associative network presenting portion (see fig. 9) for presenting a 
meaning (76) (see fig. 7) of said search key together with its related meaning (primary list of 
conceptually relevant terms) in a network (see figs. 7-9, see column 14, line 60-68, column 15, 
line 1-68); a search portion (user interface) (90 or step 106) for conducting a search using said 
search key (see fig. 9-10); and a filtering portion (122) for selecting documents from a set of 
documents obtained as a result of said search that matches selected word senses (see column 18, 
line 45+). 

With respect to claim 2, Marchisio discloses search portion generates a search key based 
on selected word senses (list of conceptually relevant terms)(see fig. 7-9), and conducts a search 
using the thus generated search key (see fig. 9). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set'forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marchisio 
(U.S. Patent. 6,862,710) in view of Chin et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2001/0029455). 

With respect to claims 3-6, Marchisio discloses all limitations of invention recited in 
claims 1 and 2 except for search portion conduct a cross-lingual document search and a 
monolingual document search. However, Chin et al. discloses search portion conducts a cross- 
lingual document search and. a monolingual document search (see paragraph 0125-0127). It 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to modify Marchisio 5 s system by adding the features search conductions a multi-lingual 
document in order to have a new features multi-lingual search engine since such adding the 
search multi-lingual document for the stated purpose has been well known in the art as evidenced 
by teaching of Chin et al. (see paragraph 0125).
